WHAT  IS  A  CLEAN  HOUSE? 

A  clean  house  has: 

•  Clean,  shiny  windows. 

•  Floors  with  no  dirt  or  trash  on  them. 

•  Walls  and  ceilings  without  cobwebs  or  dust. 

•  Furniture  without  dust,  crumbs,  or  grease. 

•  Beds  that  are  made  up  with  clean  sheets, 
pillowcases,  and  covers. 

•  Clothes  washed,  ironed,  and  put  away. 

•  Dishes  washed  and  put  away  after  each  meal. 

•  All  food  covered. 

•  Food  wiped  off  table,  chairs,  and  benches 
after  each  meal. 

•  All  kitchen  equipment,  pots  and  pans,  with- 
out grease,  food,  or  dust  on  them. 

•  No  bugs  or  flies  inside  the  house. 

•  No  trash  inside  or  around  the  house. 

•  A  neat  yard,  porch,  and  steps.

•  When  things  aren't  left  lying  around. 

•  When  the  house  is  kept  in  good  repair. 

•  When  everyone  does  his  part. 
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
